as Worms, and that not ſo. much as we 15 
all Sons of the ſame one Eternal Father, 
whom all things were made; but mask 
as we do the Will of his and our F ather 
which is in Heaven. 

You ſee now your high Dignity ; you 
ſee what you are; act accordingly, and 
ſhew yourſelves (what you are) MEN, and 
walk worthy the high Profeſſion to which 
you are called. But while I ſay this, do 
not imagine I ſet up. for a Rabbi, Maſter, 
or Inſtructor, who am one of the leaſt of 
you, a meer Novice, a Catechumen, and 
know nothing.

ries of the moſt High. - The Heavens ſpeak 
forth the Glory of God, and the Firma- 
ment announceth the Works of his Hands. 
This Earth which we inhabit is indeed a

Be not therefore carried away 
with every Blaſt of Doctrine, or fondly 
imagine any one, who is ſo unhappy as to 
be branded with this odious Appellation, to 
be what the deteſtable Term imports. The 
beſt and moſt learned Men have not 
eſcaped the opprobrious Names of Atheiſts 
and Hereticks; it has ever been the Prac- 
tice of poor narrow-ſouF'd Animals, when 
they meet with an elevated Genius, who, 
Eagle like, ſoars to the Sun, and contem- 
plates that bright Luminary in all his Glo- 
ries, which dazle and confound their weak 
Sight, when they ate at a Loſs in Argu- 
ment, vainly to perſuade their Audience (as 
wiſe as themſelves) by Noiſe and ſenſeleſs . 
Clamour, and the everlaſting Din of Herefy 
and Atheiſm. This F hint to you as 4 
Caution not to run on with the unthinking 
Herd, or give into raſh Judgment, whereby 
good Men have been too often injured; 
and the Slandeter, if evet he is fo hap- 
py as to reflect and look upwards, finds 
nothing but a troubled Conſcience, - and a 
perpetual Incapacity of making Reſtitution

I. hope none of the Brethren will ever 
lie under theſe Aſperſions; but no one can 
anſwer for the Effects of the Folly and 
Malice of . ignorant and deſigning Men, 
b However 
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However, be not uneaſy at Sounds which 
have no Meaning in them ; for thus to af- 
firm any one who believes in the Almighty, 
Eternal Father, and adores his divine and 
moſt glorious Attributes, to be an Atheiſt, 
is the moſt impudent, moſt abominable, and 
moſt unpardonable piece of Villany and Ig- 
norance in the world, a flagrant Contradic- 
tion; for thoſe two are as repugnant as 
Light to Darkneſs, and Heaven to Hell. 
Thoſe indeed who hold, or would per- 
ſuade the Vulgar that they hold, (what they 
themſelves know they do not believe) a 
Plurality of Gods, deſerve infinitely more 
that charitable predicate; for a Multitude of 
Gods is utterly inconſiſtent with the Idea of 
the Divinity; it is the ſame as a Multitude 
of Firſt Beings, Nonſenſe the moſt blaſphe 
mous and enormous; for he that believes 
there are many Gods, believes in no God 
at all. And who could ever have imagined, 
(had not Hiſtory ſo informed us) that the 
whole World, except the Brotherhood, ſhould 
have been guilty of ſo much Folly and Mad- 
neſs as to adore a wretched Company of 
Ribbalds, lewd Harlots, and their conſecra- 
ted Baſtards, with which holy Fry the Hea- 
thens peopled their Heavens, with a noto- 
rious Whoremaſter at their Head, and of 
whole Opens: Iſſue the whole Band of puiſuè

But if to caſhier for ever out of. 'our 
Creed this infinite ribble-rabble of ſpurious 
Divinities both he and ſhe; if to own one 
cannot believe the eternal Magazine of holy 
Trumpery, and bend (like 1/acher's Aſs) be- 
neath the inſupportable Luggage of Infidel 
and Pagan Legendary Superſtition, the Re- 
veries of pamper'd dreaming Enthuſiaſts, 
whoſe Brains, ever peſter'd with a thou- 
ſand fluttering inconſiſtent Ideas, and inco- 
herent Phantoms, the Effects of the Fumes 
of Wine and indigeſted Luxury, who retail 
out their ſpiritual Haberdaſhery of ſmall 
Wares and holy Baubles, to the childiſh 
unthinking Idcot Multitude : If to do all this, 
and believe only in one God the Father 
Almighty, Maker of Heaven and Earth, and 
of all Things viſible and inviſible, the moſt 
grand, eſſential, the prime, eternal, eyer- 
laſting, fundamental Article of the moſt ho- 
ly, catholick, univerſal, and Chriſtian Faith 
(of which we are) makes one an Atheiſt ; 
ſuch; my deareſt Brethren, are we all, and 
we glory in it. Let the Infidel and Pagan 
World ſay what they will, we ſhall have che 
Suffrages of all Chriſtians, under whatever 
other Denomination diſtinguiſhed, who can- 
not be ſo inconſiſtent with themſelves, as to

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take Umbrage at thoſe who believe tho 
rime Article of thcir (that is, our) holy 
Faith. 

After this manner, thank. our r great God, 
have we learned Chriſt, and after the Way 
ſuch call Athcifm and Hereſy (I ſpeak in 
Brother St. Pauls Style) So worſhip we the 
God of our Fathers, who (we know ) 
is but One as is our Faith. There is one 
God, one Faith, onc Bapeilin, one Lord 
and Sayiour of us all. 

O thou Eternal O A. thou Immortal 
UNITE ! thou Incomprehenſible Mo N as! 
Never let us ſwerve from theſe everlaſting 
Truths. Send out thy Light and thy Truth, 
that they may lead and bring us to thy ho- 
ly. Hill and thy Tabernacle. We are im- 
priſoned, who ſhall deliver us from the 
Body of this Death? We are cxiled Chil- 
dren from our Country, when ſhall we re- 
turn? Here thou haſt placed us as No- 
vices and Probationers, when ſhall we be 
profeſſed amongſt thoſe. bleſſed Fraternities 
above, and be made free Denizons of the 
celeſtial Jeruſalem, not built with Hands, 
and be rc-inſtated in our Innocence? Here 
we wander in the dark gloomy Vale of 
Tears and the Shadow of Death, where we 
remember nothing, and know nothing, and 
| yho carp ſay What doſt thou? Here — 

thou 
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thou placed us- for Reaſons beſt known to 
thy Almighty Juſtice, and thy inſcrutable 
Counſels, into which the curious Pryer is 
ſtruck blind by the radiant Majeſty of thy 
Glories, thou inacceſſible Light! thou cter- 
nal Power! Wiſdom! Love! 

Pardon me, my deareſt Brethren, this Di 
greſſion, which probably however may not 
— without its Profits, and into which my 
Meditation on this divine Science generally 
leads me, of which tho I know nothing, 
yet perhaps I have ſaid too much. How- 
ever, to acquire this, as well as any of the 
other Sciences, whereby you will come to 
know, love and honour God, a diligent Ap- 
plication is abſolutely neceſſary, and that can- 
not be without inward Peace; to obtain 
which, you muſt avoid- all Tumult, much 
Company, and the Hurry of all Publick 
Employment ; for which Reaſons avoid as 
much as poſſible the Court, where a Man 
muſt indiſpenſably be obliged to wear the 
Mask, and where the Language and Cuſ- 
toms very ill agree with the Simplicity of 
the Brotherhood; where the Baits to do Ill 
are ſo many and enticing, and the Encou- 
ragements to Virtuc fo few and cold, that 
a good Man has much ado to hinder him- 
ſelf from being carried away with the Tor- 
rent; and ten to one but all his honeſt En- 
deavours 
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deayours to ſerve his Prince and Country, 
are repreſented in a wrong Light, and his 
faithful Service repaid with Diſgrace ; there 
being ever about great Men ſome fawning 
Sycophants. whoſe Intereſt it is to keep ho- 
neſt Perſons from them, leſt they come to 
know the Truth of Things. This is the 
State of all Princes; for let them be never 
ſo good themſelves, they muſt ſee through 
other People's Eyes, and hear through enn, 
People's Ears. | 

But if. any of you ſhould happen to be 
in any Employment which obliges your 
conſtant. Attendance here; if your Prince, 
who knows how to diſtingniſh Merit, ſhould: 
caſt his Honours on you a; unlookt 
for; exert your ſelyes like Men. Be affa- 
ble and courteous to all Men, and that not 
in Words only, but in Reality and eſpe- 
cially to the Brethren; it is your Duty 
particularly to be kind to them; they will 
ask nothing unreaſonable, they cannot do 
it; (Natura paucis contenta) and they leaſt 
of all will envy your high Station. Alas! 
they are ſenſible the Heights of Honour are 
not only very ſlippery, but ſhew you to all 
the World, where every one will ſee your 
Spots, but few ſound your Virtues. The 
Crowd indeed is pleaſed with Show and 
ur all ſee. your Pomp, but fe- 
know 
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know your Sorrows. A true Brother (Heaven 
defend us, as from the blueſt Plagues, from 
falſe ones) envies no one who is mounted 
on the high Battlements of State; he had 
infinitely rather live in Security. than Gran- 
deur:; the Pleaſure in ſuch lofty Stations he 
knows (even of the. few Good) can be but 
little, but the Ruine long, if they chance to 
fall. He would chuſe to hide himſelf in 
the Clefts of the Rock, or ſecurely paſs his 
Days in ſome ſweet quiet Shade, happy in 
Leiſure and profoundeſt Obſcurity. His Hap- 
pineſs is, not to be taken notice of; and whilſt 
others place all their imaginary Joy and Sa- 
tisfaction in Noiſe and being popular, ge 
deſires (to uſe the Style of a great, but ob- 
ſcure Philoſopher) that his ſoft Minutes may 
glide away in Obſcurity (like ſubterraneous 
Streams) unheard, unknown. And thus, 
when his Days are paſt away in Silence, 
would die a good, plain, honeſt Man; know- 
ing that Death cannot chuſe but be to him a 
mighty Terror, who is popularly known to 
b all the World, and dies only to himſelf a 
Stranger. Be wiſe therefore, ye great ones 
- of this World, be learned, ye that are Judges. 
| of the Earth. - Kiſs the Son, leſt he be an- 
gry, and fo ye periſh from the right way; 
leſt he bruiſe you with his Rod of Iron, 
and cruſh you into Pieces like a Potter's

Veſſel : Remember you muſt dic, and with 


her meaneſt Sons pay that Debt of Nature, 
and be reduced to your primitive. Earth, 


which then will be no ways different from 
that of the pooreft Cottager. Here the Wea- 
ry reſt from Labour, here the Priſoner 

in Peace, the Rich and the Poor, the haugh- 
ty Monarch and the abject Slave lie promiſ- 
cuous, undiſturbed, and have no Diſtinction 
in the cold filent Grave. This is the End 
of all human Glory. Do therefore Juſtice, 
yet be merciful ; diſcharge faithfully your 


. reſpetive Dutics, and then if you fall from 
your eminent Heights, you will carry Peace 


of Mind along with you, and a good Con- 


ſcience ; if you do not dic rich, you will 


die honeſt Men, and that is much better 
for a good Name is better than Riches. 

The next Thing that I ſhall remember 
you of is, to rare Politicks and Religion : 
Have nothing to do with theſe, as you 
tender your own Welfare ; they will be de- 
ſtructive to your beloved Peace and Quiet, 


and have undone Millions; and therefore 


in theſe latter Days, happy are they who do 
not trouble themſelves about either. You 
know what I mean. But leſt the raſh cen- 
ſorious World, or ſuch into whoſe Hands 
this Book may fall, from hence fancy we 
have neither Religion nor Politicks, let ſuch 
| PM. know 
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know their Error: Outs is the beſt Poliey, 
it is Honeſty 3 it is the Policy of the holy 
Jeſus, who never diſturbed Govetnments, 


but left them as he found them, and ren- 
dered to Cæſar the Things that were Cæ- 


| ſars. Thus ſhall Princes love and- cheriſh 


you, as their moſt faithful and obedient 
Children and Servants, and take delight to 
commune with you, inaſmuch as amongſt 


you are found Men excellent in all kinds 
of Sciences, and who thereby may make 


their Name, who love and cheriſh you, 
immortal, | IHE 

It is the ſame thing in relation to the 
Religion we profeſs, which is the beſt that 
ever was, or will, or can be; and whocyet 
lives up to it can never periſh eternally, for 


it is the Law of Nature, which is the Law 


of God, for Cod is Nature. It is to love 


| God above all things, and our Neighbour 


as our ſelf; this is the true, primitive, catho- 
lick, and univerſal Religion, agreed to be 
ſo in all Times and Ages, and confirmed by 
our Lord and Maſter Jeſus Chriſt, who tells 
us, that on theſe hang all the Law and the 
Prophets. And now I have a convenient 
Opportunity, hearken to me a little in this 
Point. You know when the Almighty Ar- 
chitect, after framing this goodly Univerſe, 
had built up Man, he gave him a Law to 
702 W.-M walk 
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walk by; this Law was abſolutely perfect in 
it ſelf, for it was God's Law, and conſe- 
quently wanted nothing to make it better 
than it was; this Law indeed Man tranſ- 
greſſed, and thence flowed all our Miſery. 
However, after he was put out of Paradiſe, 
we do not read he had any other to ſquare 
dis Actions by, no more than his firſt Sons, the 
two firſt Brothers in the World. And now the 
Infant World, conſiſting but of a very few 
People, lived in common according to this 
Divine Law, till the eldeſt of the two (the 
firſt falſe Brother) growing ſick of Virtue, 
and ſwoln with Pride and Cruelty according 
to the Flefh, (as is after his Example uſual 
'in ſuch Caſes) perſecuting him who was 
humble according to the Spirit, inhumanly 
murder'd his and our Brother. O dire Ef- 

fects of the Luſt of Rule and Empire! 
However, God repaired this Loſs to our 
common Father, by his third Son Seth 
while Cain, who by the Parricide of his Bro. | 
ther founded (as almoſt all ambirious Thirſt- 
ers after Empire have fince done) his Domi- 
nion in Blood, and deſpiſing the holy Law 
of Nature, and confiding in his own 
Strength, firſt uſurped ſovereign Sway; was 
the firſt who conſtituted arbitrary Govern- 
ment, and began to oppreſs with Force, Ra- 
pine, Servitude, and wicked Laws, Men 
x  _ created 
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created by God Free, and the Sons of a 
Generation, till theſe, God's Judgments being 
now alſo by them contemned, and all Fleſh 
corrupted, begot thoſe Giants in Iniquity 
who oppreſſed the Poor, raiſed themſelves 
to high Stations by Plunderings and Robbe- 
ries: and, priding themſelves in their Wealth, 
made their Names famous, impoſing them 
on Regions, Cities, Mountains, Rivers, 
| — and the Sea; whole firſt Parent 
(Cain) was malicious, envious, incorrigible 
by God's Correction, a diſſembling Traytor, 
a Spiller of fraternal Blood, an accurſed 
Wanderer and Vagabond, and who added 
Blaſphemy to his MalediQtion ; in ſhort; a 
FALSE. BROTHER. _ 

This wicked and impious Race (for the 
whole Creation groaned under their Impie- 
ties) the Almighty waſhed off from the 
Face of the Earth by the Deluge, excepting 
Noah, a juſt Man in the Generations of 
Seth, with his Family. This good holy 
Man endeavoured, after the Flood, to re- 
ſtore the Law of Nature which had been ſo 
long obſcured by the Pride and Impiety of 
thoſe that periſned. But his Sons and their 
Iſue following the Example of the Giants, 
began to domineer in like manner over 
their Inferiors, to build mighty Cities and 
form Kingdoms, ſo that from. Noah till Abra: 
2 han 
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ham there is no mention made of any juſt 
Man; for till his Time theſe haughty Ru- 
lers cantinued moſt flagrant and enormous 
Examples of hardy and robuſt Improbity, 
Impiety, Confuſion, tyrannick Power, Vio- 
lence, Oppreſſion, Hunting, Luxury, Pomp, 
and Vanity, and the like Wickedneſs and 
Folly, which the Sons of Noah had intro- 
duced 3 amongſt whom was Cham or Ham, 
who, as he was the moſt wicked of them, 
ſo he obtained by Violence the largeſt ſhare 
of Dominion. From him deſcended Nim- 
broth, whom the Scripture deſcribes to be 
powerful in the Earth, and a mighty Hunt- 
er; he built Babylon, and was the Begin- 
ning of the Confuſion of Tongues, This 
mighty Hunter of Men, as well as Beaſts, 
made ſevere and rigorous Laws, inſtituted 
Degrees of Honour, and Offices, introdu- 
ed Slavery, and laid heavy Taxes on the 
People, raiſed vaſt Armies, waged - cruel 
Wars, and ſet up Images and pompous 
Rites and Cercmonies in Worſhip, and was, 
as is believed, the Founder and Father of 
Idolatry, oat 

In his Time too, it is highly probable, 
that bloody Sacrifices were inyented. It was 
eaſy to perſuade a Criminal againſt the Gods, 
that he might expiate what he deſerved to 
die for, by the Peath of a poor Byaſt; 1 
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if the Gods did not cat the reſerved Part 
of the Sacrifice, which was always the beſt, 
their Miniſters or Vicegerents (the Sact̃ificators) 
who in all likelihood had hunted with their 
Grand Monarch, and loved his Roaſt-. Mtat, 
would eat it for them, and that was as well. 
From this ſame Cham: proceeded: Cufp; 
— and Canaan, whence — 
the Ethiopian, Egyptians, and Canaauiter, 
all great gary moſt noble Nations indred; 
but withal moſt wicked and  abominable, 
and curſed by God, inaſmuch: as they con- 
temned his Law, which he gave from the 
ianing, and turned aſide from his true 
Worſhip; and transferred the Glory of the 
one immortal God to a thouland of his 


Creatures, to the Sun, and Moon, and Pla- 


nets, and all the Hoſt of Heaven, 


In this condition was the: World, when 


the Almighty choſe: another juſt Man, Abra- 
ham the Father of the Faithful, who by 


unerting Tradition had received the Divine 


Truths; for our Great God has always 2 
Number of thoſe who believe in him a- 
right, and worſhip him in Spirit and in 


Truth, and write his Law, not in Tables 


of Stone, but in their Hearts, and who live 
in Quiet and Peace, private and unknown; 
as he told the Propher afterwards, that he 
had 7000 who-had not bent the Knee 155 
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This holy Patriarch and his Poſterity per- 
ſevered in their Juſtice till they were in 
Danger in Egypt to loſe it by the Cruelty 
of a wicked Prince (who knew not Foſeph) 
and their Converſation with the Profeſſors 
of a pompous luxurious Idolatry : Then God 
raiſed up Moſes, a great Aſtronomer, and a 
learned Man in Men and Things, who 
wonderfully freed them from their Servitude 
after having caſed and deſpoiled their Ene- 
mies of their ſuperfluous Gold, 
- Theſe People he delivered from Servi- 
tude after a wonderful Manner from the 
Fury of an impious King. In the Deſert 
they continued forty Years, tho their De- 
liverer might have brought them into the 
Land of Promife in forty Days: But as 
this was a moſt excellent piece of Policy, 
and worthy: the Foreſight of Moſes, ſo it 
cannot be ſufficiently. commended ; he knew: 
that a Company of raw undiſciplined Peo- 
ple, trained up for the moſt part in keep- 
ing of Sheep, would not be a Match for 
thoſe warlike People, whoſe Cities and 
Kingdoms they were to take from them; 
beſides that they might be in Danger of fall - 
ing into Idolatry, to which by their long 
Reſidence in Egypt, and their being ac- 
quainted with their Fleſh- pots, Ragous, or 

made Diſnhes (probably deriving their Origin 

3 a from 
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from luxurious Sacrifices) he had "obſerved 


yacy were too much addicted. 
Every body knows that the Egyptians 


(to whom we owe the Invention of the 
Zodiac) adored the Sun under thoſe Sym- 


bols'; ſo becauſe that glorious Luminary 
enters Aries in the Month of March, they 
worſhipped him under the Symbol of a 


Lamb, or a human Figure with that Ani- 


mal's Head, as they did in the following 
Month under the Symbol of a Calf, or 
young Bull. Moſes, whoſe grand Deſign 
was to bring them back to their ori 

divine and moſt perfect Law, given Man by 
God Almighty in the Beginning, - was re- 
ſolved to bend all his Thoughts to efface 
thoſe TinQures of Idolatry that they had re- 
ceived in their Servitude, by conſtituting : a 
Religion ' wonderfully adapted to the pre- 
ſent Occaſion, with pompous Sacrifices, Rites 
and Ceremonies, magnificent Sacerdotal and 
Levitical Veſtments, and a vaſt Number of 
myſtical Hieroglyphics, as the Egyptians 
had; but with this eſſential Difference, that 
theſe myſtic Shadows all tended to ſet forth 
the Glory of one God the Creator; where- 
as "thoſe were entirely ſubſervient to the 
Worſhip of a Multitude of Creatures, an 


| Oppoſition greater than which could never 
I . The 
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The fiiſt publick Act then of Religion 
after their Deliverance was the Paflover. of 
the Ceremony of eating the Paſchal Lamb, 
which was in the Month of March ;. 6 
that, in that very Month that the Egyptians 
adored the Ram, the Iſrarlites were roaſt- 
ing and eating up this their God, and that 
too after ſuch a manner, being hog, gird - 
ed, and with their Staves in their Hands, it 

a Hurry, and with bitter Herbs, as evidently 
ſhewed the higheſt Contempt and Diſdain 
of this imaginary Deity. 

However, as a Specimen of their Pro 
penity to Idolatry, one cannot give a more 
notorious Inſtance than the ſetting up the 
Golden Calf, which was made of thoſe 
Earings and Ornaments they a little before 
had borrowed of the Egyptians. It is true, 
this piece'of Pageantry laſted not long; the 
well-grounded Zeal of | Moſes, who had the 
Honour to diſcourſe a long while very fa- 
miliarly with God, put a Stop to their re- 
ligious Mirth ' and Gallantry ; the Idol: was 
broken in pieces, burnt, and ground to 
Powder, and the Crime was no otherwiſe 
expiated, than with the Blood of 3000 
Souls. It was now high time for Moſes to 
look about him; the Law then was formd 
with all convenient Diligence and Expedi-- 


tion, and the Decalogue written over again, 
and 


and that too (to ſpeak in the Hebrew Style) 
by the Fi inger of God. And certainly, well 


may it be ſaid to be divinely pern d, inaſ- 


much as it comprehends whatever Man is 
to act in relation to his God and Neigh- 
bour. Whoever will give himſelf the trou- 
ble to read over Leviticus, will find what 
Rites and Ceremonies were ſuperadded in 
order to keep up this external Pomp and 
Magnificence, ſo neceſſary at that time for 
the People, who could not at once be 
brought back to-the pure worſhipping of the 
moſt High, in Spirit = in Truth. The cating 
of the F Fleſh of Animals was tolerated, as I 
have elſewhere. obſerved * ; but how many 
Reſtrictions this Toleration was attended 
with, every one that looks into the Bible 
may find; the moſt delicious Food was ab- 


ſolutely forbidden, as Swines Fleſh; and all. 


Shell-Fiſh ; and the manner of dreſſing was 
ſuch as required the utmoſt Scrutiny in rela- 
tion to the Life of the Animal, and the 
Blood, as the Like. or Soul, Was particular- 
If prohibited, 

Ihe bloody Sache too were likewiſe 
continued, and ſeveral: other human Invens 
tions, which in thoſe Days God winked at, 
n Wu of inp; * 


vid. why Treatiſe of _—_— p. 14 — 
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the Beginning (I ſpeak the Words of Chriſt) 
it was not ſo. By reaſon of which exter- 
nal Acts, Sb Shadows and Hierogly- 
phicks (which Chriſtians afterwards explain- 
ed as Types of the Meſliah) this Law (quite 
oppoſite to the Chriſtian, which was called 
the Law of Freedom, and of Men) was 
called the Law of Children and of Slaves, 
for it grew ſo troubleſome and ſo ſervile at 
Iaſt, thro! ſuch. a Multitude of Traditions of 
Men, that the Yoke was heavier than could 
be born withal; a Grievance which nothing 
but the Law of Grace and Liberty could 
effectually remedy, of which by and by. 
And might it not have been el nl 
expetted after fo much noble Induſtry and 
Care in inftituting ſuch glorious. Laws, the 
Morality of which is inconteftible, and all 
tend to Peace and Happineſs, and the ex- 
terminating of Rapine, Violence and Op- 
preſſion, Blood — Slaughter, that theſe 
People ſhould have been good and happy ? 
but it was quite the contrary: So that this 
People of Iſrael, who were a leprous, itchy 
Race, had no Merit to recommend them to 
the Divine Favour, but choſen thro mere 
Grace, made ſo little Uſe of thoſe Benefits, 
that they grew the moſt ungtateful, wicked, 
bloody. People on the Face of the Earth. 
* indeed, as meck as he otherwiſe was, 


had 
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had given them an Example, who grow 
ing angry at their ſetting up the Golden 


Calf, puniſhed their Guilt with the bleſſed 
Slaughter of about 3 000 of the People; for 
Moſes had ſaid to the Levites, who ſlew 
every Man his Brother, Companion and 
Neighbour, conſecrate your ſelves to day to 


the Lord, every Man upon his Son and upon 
his Brother, that he may beſtow upon you 
a Bleſſing this Day. And this Action, which 


was only upon an extraordinary Emergency, 


was made a Precedent. for the future, and 
the Honour of God was the Topic for ſuc- 


ceeding Murders. and Outrages. I paſs by 
the Judges and Captains of Iſrael, as alſo 
the Blood that was ſhed under them, as I 
do their Democracy, where they quarrell'd 
with each other till they had quite deſtroy- 


ed the whole Tribe of Benjamin, excepting 


600 Perſons, - as alſo (when they returned 


again to Ariſtocracy and Princely Govern- 


ment) the unnatural Murder of Abimelech, 


Gideons Baſtard, who by a ſolemn Slaugh- 
ter of his 70 Brethren, the legitimate Sons 
of his Father, upon one Stone, obtained che 
: Sovereign Sway in Shechem. q | 
This Infection ſhedding Blood reached alſo 
their Kings. David, a Man after God's 

Own Hon, made ſuch an ill Uſe of the 
4 n Grace, that he became the Man after 


d 2 
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Crimes the moſt horrid and enormous, 
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the Heart of the Devil, and was guilty of 


Adultery and Murder; for after 


ſhamefully debanched the Wife, he baſely 


facrificed the Husband. | 

He had killed two ed Philitiries in 
cold Blood before, to to poſſeſs himſelf of their 
Fore-skins, which he delivered in full Tale 
(a wonderful Groupe) to his ſacred Majeſty 


King Saul, 100 more than he neced to have 


done, but as it was a Dowry for his Miſtreſs 
the Princeſs Michal, it favoured well in 


thoſe Days, and the doubling .the Sum was 


probably looked upon as a piece of heroic 
Gallantry, which, had he lived now, the 
dae ue would not have thanked 


"To cure himſelf the Kingdom bo * | 
with-cauſad the ſeven Sons of Saul to be 
hanged, ſo that there were none — _ 
to contend with but Mephiboſber h, a 
fecble Prince (well for him that he — ſo) 


the Son of his Friend Jonathan, at whoſe 


Death he made ſuch a loud Lamentation. 
Well might he then have been called the 
Man of Blood, of which he himſelf was 
but too ſenſible, when he began to reflect 


and confels, that the Curſe of Shimei was 
very juſt upon him on that account, and 


came from God. Libera me ſanguinibus 
(far 
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(for he had ſhed Rivers df Blobd) was his 
penirential Song; for the Mercy of God did 
not forſake him for ever, and his Periitence 
vas as remarkable as his Crimes. Hence 
one may learn, that the grrateſt Sinners 
ſhould never deſpair on a ſincere turning to 
God, whoſe Grace is not limited, and his 
holy Spirit breaths as it lifteth : This ſhould 
learn us alſo not to paſs Sentence on the 
States of Men; for that may be a Veſſel 
of Grace and Election, which we may fancy 


to de a Veſſel of Wrath and Reproba- 


tion. 
— tho God pardoned his 2 
yet he would not remit his Punifhment, fo 


the Kingdom of 1/#gel in Peace; for while 
he was living, his Favourite Son Abſalom 
invaded his Kingdom in Hebron, after whoſe 
Death Sheba the Son of Bochr; roſe up 
againft him; and ſome time before he died, 
his Son Adonjab : Tho indeed this Action 
of that Prince ſeems rather to have been to 
make his Succeſſion ſecure againft Salomon, 


the Son of an adulterous Woman, and his 


youngeſt Brother, whom 'norwirhſtanding 


David appointed his Heir, ſo little — ; 


had he to Primogeniture, or indefeaſible 
Hereditary Rightz and on his Death-bed 
commanded him to bring down Shimei's 


hoary 


xxix 


that he hardly ever could be ſaid to poſſeſs 
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hoary Head to the Grave with Blood, al- 
tho "he had pardoned him before. 
Thus Solomon obtained the Hebrew Mo. 
narchy, which he eſtabliſned by the Blood 
of his eldeſt Brother Adoni jah on the moſt 
trivial Pretence in the World: However 
this King, wiſe as he was, fell away from 
God into the groſſeſt Idolatry, for which 
ten Tribes revolted in Rehoboam his Son's 
Time, and ſet over them Jeroboam for their 
King, a very wicked Man of the Tribe of 
Dan, who poiſoned all 1/7ae/ with Idolatry ; 
and ſo wicked afterwardsſwere the ſucceeding 
Kings of 1/rael and Judah, that ſcarce four 
of them were really good, ſo that God de- 
livered them into the hands of the King of 
Babylon, where they remained a long while 
in a cruel Servitude; afterwards God tak- 
ing 'pity on them, theſe wretched People 
returned to Feruſalem, where they lived 
fome time very happy in a kind of Com- 
monwealth, which was governed by the 
Prieſts, the Nobility, and popular Magi- 
ſtrates, till Ariſtobulus the Son of Hirca- 
21s made himſelf King, and eſtabliſhed 
himſelf in the Kingdom of the Jeu by 
the Murder of his Mother and Brother; at 
laſt, after a great many Kings, it ended 
under Atobelaus, that inſol ent and te; 
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bauched Prince, when all Judea became 4 
Province to the Romans. 

But, during this general Corruption, it 
muſt not be imagined but there were ſome 
few who were not carried away with the 
Stream; the Brotherhood continued unſhak- 
en, and kept their Integrity; amongſt whom 
ſome of the holy Prophets were inſpired to 
denounce the heavy Judgments of God a- 

gainſt theſe notorious Monſters of Impiety; 
= they were ſoon fſilenc'd for their unſea- 
fonable Babbling, by ſome little harmleſs 


Corrections, as having their Brains knocked 
out, or being ſawed aſunder, and the like 


wholſome Severities. 

But as the Laity continued in their Wick 
edneſs, the Princes were not one jot the 
better, but rather much worſe; ſo that the 
High Prieſt's Office was bought and ſold, 
r, fought for, and at laſt two Perſons exe- 
cuted that high Charge by turns. 

Thus ſtood the Affairs of the Jewiſh 
Nation in the Time of Auguſtus Cæſar, 
when there was a-profound Peace all over 
the World, which was never more polite, 
and perhaps never more vicious. 

The Scepter having now departed from 


Jude, the Meſſiah, the Prince of Peace, 


came into. the World, and came (as he him- 
Lal 1 not to deſtroy but to fulfil: But 


how, 
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how, my 'deareſt Brethren, muſt that be 
derſtood? it is certain he came to deſitoy 
the Shadows, Types, Hicroglyphicks, the 
bloody Sacrifices, and the whale * 
al Law, or elſe his Diſciples and Followers 
have led us in the dark. He came not then 
to deftray, but to fulfil, what was couched 
under all thefe, and all what was delivered 
by the Prophets, in relation to his King- 
dom; to be the Reſtorer of corrupted 
Nature, and to bring back Man again to his 
primæval State of Integrity, which the AM 
feick Law could never do; to deliver us 
from Bondage, and make us Free, to bring 

us from Darkneſs into Light, and to be 
our Lord, Maſter, Saviour, and Redeemer 
from utter Perdition and Ruine for ever. 
He came ta beat down the Empire of 
Sin, and the Pomps and Vanitics of this 
wicked World; his Divine Sermons and 
Diſcourſes were levelled againſt theſe, and 
the Pride, Hypocriſy, Avarice, Luxury and 
Crnelty of the — Phariſces, Prieſts 
and Levites, who of the Houfe of Prayer 
had made a Den of Thieves, and an Ex- 
change for Ufurers and Extortioners. To 
thaſs Orthodox Feachers of the Law, he 
prefers in the Parable of the good Samaritan, 
_ a tender-hearted charitable Heretick, wha 


bound up the Wounds of a diſtreſſed Tra- 
I ycller, 
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veller that had fallen amongſt Thieves, con- 


veyed him ſafely to a Lodging, and furnifh- 


ed him with Money, without making knoun 
his Name or Place of A bode; while the 
Prieſt and Levite, inured to ſhedding Blood, 
unconcerned at his piercing Groans, march 
ſerenely by, and who when they vouchſafe 
to beſtow an Alms, ſound a Trumpet, and 
do it in publick Places. . 

This is what theſe Devourers of Widows 
Houſes, theſe. whited Sepulchres, Genera- 
tion of Vipers and Murderers (upon whom 
he charges all the Guilt of ſhedding inno- 
cent Blood, from that of righteous Abel to 
the Blood of Zacharias, the Son of Bara- 
chias, whom they flew between the Temple 
and the Altar) could by no means bear, their 
Eyes were dazzled and confounded with the 
Splendor of his Divine Doctrines, which 


were ſo ſtrong, nervous, and irrefragable, 


that ſome amongſt them even owned he 
taught with Authority, and that no One 
ever ſpoke like, him. Theſe turbulent Spi- 
rits therefore acting like what they were, 
never reſted till they had put him to Death 
for a Malefactor, an utter Enemy to Czſar 
(whom they themſelves believed to be an 
Uſurper) and a Sower of Sedition, who 
was Nieckneſt and Peace it ſelf, and whoſe 
Lie was nothing but one continued 2 
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of doing Good. How Nature was ſtartled 
at this diabolical piece of Ingratitude the 
World was too ſenſible ; ſuch ſtrange Phee- 
nomena ſtartled the wiſe Men of the Earth, 
Athens was aſtoniſh'd,and her Philoſophy was 
now no more. This made the amazed Areo- 
pagite cry out, Either the God of Nature 
ſuffers, or the Frame of the whole World 
is diſſolved. - 

Thus ſuffered our Great, our Immortal 
| Maſter, who came into the World to do 
the Will of his Father which is in Heaven, 
and whoſe Brethren we are (as he ſays him- 
ſelf) if we do ſo too. If you ask me what 
this Will of his Father is, I anſwer, it is 
Chriſt's Will, who is of one and the ſame 
Will and Subſtance with his Father; and 
this I need not to repeat to you, it is as 
plain as the Noon-day Sun, to be found in 
what he himſelf ſays, and whom alone if 
we hear, it'is ſufficient; his Precepts are 
clear and expreſſive, obvious to the meaneſt 
Capacity: And it would have been better 

for the Chriſtian World, had they kept up 
to this Divine Rule, and not obſcured his 
ſacred Religion with ſo many ſenſeleſs im- 
pertinent Speculations, Ariſtotelian and Hea- 
theniſh Diſtinctions, and the unintelligible 
Jargon of the Schools, by which they have 
almoſt — all Religion out of the 
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World; ſo that too often we ſee many aVene- 
rable Profeſſor paſs many Years to acquire the 
Facultyof rattling out a company of barbarous 
Terms, that have no manner of Meaning in 
them, and by which, after ſo long a Study, 
they are not one jot the honeſter, and omit 
the eaſy and amiable Practice of the com- 
mon Duties of Love and Charity. 

You ſee now what is our Profeſſion; it 
is the Law of Nature, which being almoſt 
loſt, was endeayoured to be retrieved, or, 
at leaſt ſome how kept up by the Shadows of 
Moſes, but entirely reſtored by the Law of 
Grace, by ſeſus Chriſt the Son of God, 

You have been remembred, that under the 
Law of Nature Mankind had no Propriety, 
but lived in common, and as there was 
no Supeffluity, ſo there was nothing want- 
ing; no anxious Cares then of heaping up 
Riches, or Solicitude for future Proviſions 
diſtracted their Repoſe, or interrupted their 
{weet Gontemplations. This way of Life 
continued in the Generations of Seth, who 
were called the Sons of God, till ſome of 
them, allured by the Daughters of Men, 
the Children of Cain, corrupted themſelves, 
and fell into thoſe extravagant Impieties 
that drew down the Deluge. 

This ſame way of living was revived by 
Naah after the Flood, till the Pride of his 
e 2 Poſte- 
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Poſterity, who ran into thoſe tyrannic Pro- 
prieties which have undone the World, and 
almoſt deſtroyed it. It came however down 
by Tradition to Abraham and his Deſcen- 
dants, who were Keepers of Sheep in the 
Land of Egypt for 430 Years. : After their 
Delivery they lived in the ſame manner, and 
tho afterwards the Generality, when they 
began to live in Cities, abandoned it, yet 
this Spirit remained amongſt their greateſt 
Men for Wiſdom, and in the Colleges of the 
Prophets and theit Sons, and which was 
brought | in a more particular manner to its 
primitive Luſtre by Jeſus Chriſt, who called 
and compoſed a Fraternity firſt of the Apo- 
ſtles, who afterwards admitted others, whom 
they thought worthy, into the Society, where 
the Contempt of the World, and Money (no 
otherwiſe than it ſubſerved to the Neceſſities 
of Life, and charitable Uſes) was always 
kept up as a diſtinguiſning Mark of the 
Faithful, that is, the Brethren, for they were 
firſt called Chriſtians at Antioch, ſo that they 
were of one Heart and one Soul, neither 
ſaid any of them that aught of che Things 
which he poſſeſſed was his own, but they 
had all Things in common, neither was any 
among them that lacked; for as 'many of 
them as were Poſſeſſors of Lands or Hou- 
fes fold them, and brought the Prices of the 
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Thivgs that were fold; and laid them down 
at the Apoſtles Feet, and Diſtribution was 
made unto every Man according as he had 


need. Avarice (the Bane of humane Socic- 


ty) was deteſted, loathed, abhorred, as the 
Root and Foundation of all Evil; it was 
what, my dcareſt Brethren, ruined Judas 
Iſcariot, and made him the firſt Falfe Bro- 
ther under the Law of Grace, who for a 
little ſordid Pelf proved the moſt wicked 


Traitor in the World, the Horrors of whoſe 


Perfidy lay ſo terrible on his Conſcience, 
that he could not ſurvive them, but grow - 
ing deſperate, put an end to his Sorrows 
by an ignominious Death; he hanged him- 
felf, and burſt aſunder, and all his Bowels 
guſhed out, and his Biſhoprick another took. 

You may remember, that the next terrible 
Puniſhment of a Falſe Brother was on Aua 
Nias, who had indeed a Deſire to come into 
the Brotherhood and Apoſtolical way of 
Life; and accordingly (for this was a Pre- 


requiſite thereto) ſold a Poſſeſſion and kept 


back Part of the Price, and brought a cer- 
tain Part, and laid it at the Apoſtles: Feet, 
for which fraudulent Act he was ſtruck dead 
by holy Brother St. Peter, | 1 
This living in common was looked upon 
as an eſſential Point among the Brethren 
(who, as J obſerved before, were at Antioch 


In firſt 
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firſt called Chriſtians) that the primitive 
Brethren kept it up for 300 Years ſucceſſive- 
ly after the Death of their Lord and Maſter, 
the Holy Jeſus; and the Biſhops of Rome, 
who were almoſt all of them martyr'd 
for the Religion of the Brotherhood 'or 
Chriſtianity (which is the ſame thing) reli- 
giouſly maintained it. 
» Theſe Biſhops, or Overſeers (as the Name 
imports) had the Care and Overſight of the 
common Treaſury, then worthily — the 
Treaſure of the Church, and diſpenſed to 
every one according to their ſeveral Neceſ- 
ſities. And Brother Lawrence, a Deacon to 
Biſhop (or Overſeer) Ayſtus, or Sixtus, —— 
put to a moſt cruel Death, broiled on 
Grid- iron, becauſe, as the Tyrant — 
he mocked him, when he told him that 
there (pointing to ſome poor Brethren) he 
had diſpoſed of the Church's Treaſure. 
Nor was this State interrupted till Con- 
ſtantine the Great turned Chriſtian, who 
rebuilt or repaired Byzantium to rival Rome, 
and called it, (as Romulus did Rome) after 
his Name, Conſtantinople; to which he tranſ- 
ferred the Empire, and (in this too like the 
Founder of Rome) laid its Foundation in 
Parricide, in the Blood of his Siſters Huſ- 
band and Son, and that of his own Wife | 
and Child. 6 
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:;'The:Courtiers and great Men, who al- 
ways confotin to the Example of the Prince, 
turned Chriſtians too, and the Draught of 
Fiſhes was . ſo. very great, that the Net 
broke, and there were found infinitely more 
bad than good. The Truth of it was, the 
Church then grew at eaſe, and had certain 
Stipends ſettled on her Prieſts and Paſtors, 
who now (ſo true it is that the Blood of 
the Martyrs is the Seed of the Church) liv- 
ing at Eaſe and Plenty, forgot by Degrees 
their original Inſtitution, and converſing with 
the Court, learned its Modes and Faſhions, 
and took on themſelves high Titles; the 

poor Paſtors or Biſhops ſwelled into Lords, 
and the humble Succeſſor of St. Peter, tho 
Servant of the Servants of God, from an 
Overſcer grew into a Sovereign Pontiff, or 
PON TIFEX MAXIMUS, ,: which meant 
no more amongſt the antient Romans than 
Bridge-Maſter General. A great Number 
too of Pagan Rites and Ceremonics were 
introduced to make it a glorious Church, 
fit for Emperors and Kings, and People of 

Quality; but as theſe Titles were of little 

moment, and theſe Ceremonies innocent 
enough in themſelves, and might conduce 
to outward Decency, they could not in the 
main be any Hindrance to Devotion, and 
conſequently no Cauſe of Separation.

Bot chis was not all; the Philoſophy of 
Ariſtotle, and dark obſcure Terms and 
Sophiſms were introduced into Chriſtian 
Schools, with ridiculous Subtilities, vocal 
and nominal Controverſies, chimerical No- 
tions, Entia Rationis, Genereitas in Concte- 
to, Ubications, Quandations, with all che 
confuſed barbarous Ribaldry, and venera- 
ble Gibberiſh of noiſy, empty, poſirive, 


conceited, dogmatical, er 


ald ſcientifical Blockheads. 

Alfter theſe Reverend Fooleries, the Whole 
World ran a wWhoring, as the Ifraelites 
did after Gideons Ephod; and theſe learned 

Doctors and Mag iſbri noſtri, being thus em- 

ployed in theſe ſublime Speculations, things 

of greater Moment, forgot to inculcate tlie 

Practice of good Works, the Mechanical 

Part of Religion; ſo that all Immorality 


flowed in like an irreſiſtible Deluge, and 


there was more Wickedneſs and Impiety 
practiſed amongſt Chriſtians, than ever a- 
mongſt the eus and Infidels; and nothing 
left but. the very Names of Chiriſt and Chri-' 
ſtianity, which | were often abuſed to carry 
on the Deſigns of wicked, ambitious, and 
turbulent Men; ſo that the Religion of the 
Prince ef Peace was made to patronize 
and-conntettance all ſorts of Violence, Ra. 
pine, Murders, Saerileges, Tyrannies, and 

Rebellions, 
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Rebellions; and the holy Scriptures, as the 
Caſuiſts knew how, were made a Noſe of 
Wax, and contending Parties, tho never ſo 
diametrically oppoſite to each other, had 
God on their ſide, with whoſe moſt adora- 
ble Name all their ſeveral Parricides, Burn- 
ings, Maſſacres and Fan were fanc- 
tified. 

Neither did things reſt biere; 4 People were 
to be dragooned into Religion ; Whips, 
Wracks, Tortures, Burnings, Inquiſitions, 
Star- Chambers, Spiritual Courts, Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Cenſures, Excommunications (I aim at 
no Sect or Communion in particular, they 
were all alike) were ſet up as wholſome, 
Soul- ſaving Engines to ſcrew People into 
Peace of Conſcience, while perhaps the 
poor Culprit, tho he could not expreſs himſelf 


in the uncouth Language of the Schools was 


as Orthodox as the ſpiritual inquiſitive Blood- 
hound, who could notwithſtanding be ſo cha- 
ritable as to change all Penalties into a pecu- 
niary Mul&, if the Party could but provide a 
ſufficient Quantity of that Catholicon which 
cures all things, tho never ſo inveterate, 
and is every where orthodoxly current.

Good Men lamented theſe Calamities; 
C4 and 
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and the Brethren, ſighed; to Heaven, and 
wiſhed a Reformation. The ſeyeral religi- 
ous Orders in the Churches of Nome and 
Greece aimed at it, and had very good 
Notions and Deſigns for that Work; and 


tho amongſt theſe — Sciences have 


been in a great Meaſure encouraged, and to 
theſe Bodies we owe ſeveral invaluable 
Treaſures, yet becauſe their Fraternitys 
conſiſt only of ſingle Perſons, and lie under 
particular Reſtrictions, they do not altoge- 
ther anſwer the Ends of the Brotherhood, 
who cannot ſubſiſt without being Free. 
However, it is earneſtly to be wiſhed, 
tha ſome Prince or Great Men would (and 
they would if they knew us) caſt on us a 
favourable Eye, by this means would they 
encourage Arts and Sciences, which have 
been — worthy the Care of the wiſeſt 
and beſt of Men; this would open a 
rious way to celebrate the wonderful Works 
of the Almighty, and to do good to Men 
(Which is all our End and Aim) and of 
conſequence ſhould we moſt cordially pray 
for our Noble and Illuſtrious Beneſactors, 
and tranſmit their Name wh NM to 
remoteſt Poſterity. _

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en all Companies were ridiculing of 
Reign is thought witty, and more eſpe- 
cially when the wretched Diſcourſe is turn- 
ed upon the adorable Myſtery of the moſt 
Holy Tiiait; „which is an eternal Doctrine, 
believed by Wiſe Men in all Ages.

tient Philoſophers, who had no reyealed. Re-

VERBUM, or WORD, Light of Light, 
and the Splendor of God the Father; and

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All this, and much more, could I ſhew, 
if required, from a Cloud of Witneſſes, 
abſtracting from the commonly. received 
Doctrines of Chriſtianity, which theſe witty 
Gentlemen (pretend what they will) ſeem 
to have very little regard to. 

It is alſo well · becoming the Brotherhood 
to be very reſpectful to all Clergymen, eſpe- 
cially thoſe of the Eſtabliſned Church. In 
the next place, never on any account con- 
nive at what the Wits of the Age call 
roaſting of a Parſon; which beſides that it 
does no ways ſuit. with a Gentleman or ho- 
neſt Man (which is the ſame thing) is bat- 
barous and cruel; it brings him that is thus 
baited into Contempt with the People, who 
are caſily carried away. with flaſhy Wit and 
Ridicule (for nothing is ſo eaſy as to ridi- 
cule Religion) ſo that by degrees, when 
People deſpiſe his Inſtructions, no body will 
go to hear him, which is a ſacrilegious 
Robbery of his good Name, according to 
all Divines, a Hindrance to his Preferment, 
and conſequently . to the better providing 
for his Family. There is no Tradeſman 
but would think this Uſage very cruel. 


Take care alto not to be concerned in 


your Dealings with litigious Perſons, who 
on every Trifle are for going to Law; ra- 


ther 
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ther make up your Difference; though you 
loſe by it. Remember the Words of your 
Divine Maſter ; If any Man will fue thee 


at the Law, and take away thy Coat, let 
him have thy Cloak alſo. The Reaſon is 


obvious, vir. leſt the Lawyer come with 
his Fieri facias, and ſtrip thee to the Skin. 


I: ſpeak not of the good, for there are a 
great many. very worthy Members of this 
Profeſſion, Men of true Honour and Inte- 
grity, our Bulwarks againſt Oppreſſion and 
Injuſtice ; but I ſpeak of thoſe poor, wretch- 
ed, ignorant, pitiful Sollicitors, Cauſe-Ped- 
Jars, Sowers of Diſcord, Pettifoggers, and 
Setters, thoſe ſcandalous Vermin of the 
Law; thoſe rapacious Harpies, inſatiate 
Cormorants, Canibals and Devourers of 
Mankind, who tear out and gnaw our Bow- 
els, and ſuck our Blood and Vitals, and for 
a trivial, ſcandalous, little, ſordid Lucre, 
bring frequently irreparable Ruine on ſuch 
as are ſo unhappy as to come in their way; 
regardleſs, like the deaf Adder, to the Tears 
of the helpleſs Orphan and Widow. | 
Theſe are the very Dregs of Mankind, 
miſerable abandoned Wretches, who as 
they live, ſo, without a miraculous Act of 
the Divine Goodneſs, die without Remorſe ; 
or, if they reflect before they go hence, 
wo how 
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how racking, how torturing muſt thoſ e 
dire and dreadful Reflections be, when they 
find themſelves not able to make Reſtitu- 
tion for their diſhoneſt Gains, and without 
which it is impoſſible according to the 
beſt Divines to have any Hopes of future 
Happineſs? Theſe Makebates, Incendiaries, 
and common Barreters, of all Men are moſt 
miſerable, for they take ſuch Care by their 
Rapacity (like ſome wretched Botchers) ne- 
ver to be employed twice, . and are there- 
fore ever poor, and the'Scorn and Contempt 
(being indeed the Outcaſt and Offal) of 
Mankind. 

But theſe Monſters can no more affect tlie 
Honout of the ſage Adminiſtrators of the 
Law, than a prating, noiſy, nonſenſical 
Mountebank the skilful Phyſician, or a 
falſe Brother our facred Fraternity ; that ſa- 
cred Fraternity, whoſe very Soul and Life 
is Charity, which is to love and honour all 
Men, to comfort the feeble minded, to 
ſupport the weak and infirm, to heal the 
Sick, to help the Fatherleſs and Widow, 
and cover the Frailties of our Neighbour;

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Let us therefore, my deareſt Brethren, 
never be eaſily perſuaded, to think Evil of 
any one, much leſs of a Brother, if we hear 
any evil Report of him; let us, according 
to the Divine Rules of Love and Charity, 
believe it not, but ſtifle the Viper in its 
Birth, and ad moniſn our Brother; who, if 
we do it with a Spirit of Sincerity and bro- 
therly Love, will thank us (nothing making 
Inſtruction ſo unacceptable as a haughty, 
dogmatical Utterance) ſo ſhall we be a Stay 
and Comfort to him from malicious and 
envious Tongues, from whoſe poiſonous Ef- 
fects the beſt of Men are not ſure to be 
free. | 8.

O my deareſt Brethren, let us love one 
another. This is the ſacred Advice of Saint 
Fohn the Divine, that beloved Diſciple of 
the Holy Jeſus, our bleſſed Maſter; for (lays 
he) Love is of God, and every one that 
loveth is born of God, and knoweth God:

The famous Pythagoras, who lived in the 
LXI “é Olympiad, in the Year 220 from 
the building of Rome, and 534 before 
Jeſus Chriſt, forbad his Diſciples the Uſe 
of all ſorts of Fleſh Meats; the Immorta- 
lity of the Soul which he firſt taught by 
Metempſychoſis or Tranſmigration of Souls, 
was the Cauſe of this Prohibition; he held 
it a Crime the moſt horrid and enormous, 
to encloſe in one's Bowels the Vitals of 
another, and a lean Body to grow fat from 
deyouring others, and that one living Thing 
ſhould preſerve its Life, at the Price of ano- 
ther's Death *. :

Methuſelah then muſt have lived two hun- 
dred forty three Years, which is a fourth 
Part of nine hundred ſixty nine, according to

Nor would the Supputation of the Year 
of the Patriarchs, according to the Roman 
Luſtrum, undergo a better Fate, inaſ. 
much as every Luſtrum contained five ſo- 
lar Years compleatly revolved. At their Ex. 
piration, Servius Tullius, the ſixth King of 
Rome, about the Year one. hundred and 
eighty of its Foundation, - inſtituted the 
Cent, or general Review of all the Citi. 
zens of Rome, and their Faculties or Eſtates 
by Cenſors. This Cenſe ſhewed what every 
one ought in Equity to contribute to the 
indiſpenſable Neceſſities of the State. In 
Proceſs of Time the -Conqueſts of the Ne- 
publick eaſed the People of this Contribu- 
tion; and it was aboliſhed in Proportion 
as their Dominions were extended. Bur if 
this Account or Supputation of the Vear 
be allowed, that is, that the Patriarchal 
Fear conſiſted of five of ours; then Me. 
thuſelab muſt have lived four thouſand 
eight hundred forty five, which is incredible,

the Light of all the other Planets is deriv- 
ed: In Effect, that he is the Cauſe of all 
natural Things. He animates, vivifies them, 
and his Operations reach even to the 
Center of the Eatth; his Rays change 
there Earth into Gold, that Metal which 
the Covetouſneſs of Men has made more 
valuable than its Rarity: Theſe coagulate 
Water into Chryſtal in the Center of 
Rocks: Subtilize in their Mines the lympid 
Matter intoDiamonds,and paſling even to the 
Bottom of the Sea, by their Heat harden 
and perfection Amber *, Pearls , and Coral g. 


According to Pliny, Amber is the Gum of a Tree: 
Ambergriſe, which is a good Cardiac, is found on the Coaſts 
of the Seas of Muſcory and Inuia. The yellow Amber, 

made uſe of in Convulſions and Apoplexies, comes from 

the Coaſts of the Baltic; and, with Pliny's Leave, is rather a 
Roſin that melts by Fire, than a Gum diſſolving in Water. 

+ The fineſt Pearls are the Oriental of the Red Sea, and 
the Fiſpery of Paravas near Ceylan, and which are dived for 
every Vear about the fifteenth of March. LE 

8 Coral is a Shrub which grows in the Red Sea, the 

Mediterranean, and the Seas of Africa; when it is ripe it is 

red, being worn, ſay ſome, (and it may be ſo for what J 
Know, for I never made the Experiment) by fick Perſons , 
it grows pale, and ſerves to denote future Diſtempers; that 
it ſtops Blood, and is good againſt Thunder; its Tincture 
is made by Joes of Lemon, which makes it as white as 

Snow after having let it ſteep two Days: And it receives 


its former Colour by being waſhed with Bread ſoaked in 
It 


Water, or by covering it with Muftard Seed. 
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It is therefore true to ſay that the Or- 
der of the Life of Man is rather owing to 
the Luminary of the Day, than to that of 
the Night. Cæſar, who ſubjected to his 
Laws the greateſt Part of the known 
World, after having vanquiſhed three hun- 
dred Nations, taken eight hundred Towns 
and Cities; and made above 150 Millions of 
Souls ſubmit to his Dominion; did not eſteem 
it unworthy the Imperial Care to regulate 
Time, ſo neceſſary to Order and Govern- 
ment. To effect this, he correQed the 
Vear, and reſcued it from its Confuſion; 
and in this he conformed himſelf to the 
Courſe of the Sun; and by the Counſel 
and Advice of the famous Aſtronomer $4- 
gigenes, fixed it to three hundred and ſixty 
five Days and ſix Hours, without Minutes 
or Seconds. This Defect of Minutes and 
Seconds till that Time, and ſince the Pe- 
riod of the famous Aſtronomer Methan of 
Athens, produced a great deal of Ecbanait 
ment and Confuſion. - 

This Methon was he who ak het firſt 
Preciſion to the Year; the Aibenzans writ 
it in Letters of Gold in their publick Places; 
this was called the Golden Number; it ſerv- 
ed te make one know that the ſeveral Mu-

But without wand ring to the extremeParts 
of the Eaſt, the Egyptians in the Dynaſties 
ſpeak no leſs than of a thouſand Kings, who, 
according to Diodorus Siculus, believed 
they had no other Gods than theſe two Lu- 
minaries, and who never divided their Years 
according to the lunar Movement. 


Theſe People, the Inyenrory of Arts, ra. 
ther divided them according to the nt 
dations of the Nile; whoſe Cataracts or 
Overflowings, ſo long time unknown, were 
made twice in every ſolar Year; they diſpenſ- 
ed all along its Banks that Fertility, whence 
grew that vaſt abundance. The Egyprians 
were ſo very grateful for this Bounty, that 

y adorcd its Waters. According to Plu- 
tarch and St. Athauaſius they ſacrificed to 
this River the moſt beautiful Virgin of the 
Country, whom they threw into it after hay-

Diviſion of the Vear, after that Cam- 
byſes, Lord of Egypt, having deſtroyed 
the, Tomb of Hymmandius, found in it a 
Circle of Gold of three hundred ſixty Cubits 
in Circumference: Every one of theſe Cu- 
bits marked the Days of the Year, by the 
Engraving made upon them of the -riſing 
and ſetting of the. e. Signs, and fixed 
Stars of © The firſt and ſecond Magnitude. 
It is theſe which are ſo 4— in the 
Conjunction of Kanal according to 
eee 2107 b l 
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This Gpiniori is maintained by Quintus 
Curtius, who tells us that the Perſians ador- 
ed the Sun: Theſe People cauſed to be 
brought before their King, a holy Fire Kindled 
by the Rays of this beautiful 2 moſt glo- 
tious Planet. This Monarch was attended 
by three hundred ſixty five young Noblemen 
cloathed in yellow Robes, who repreſented 
the three hundred ſixty five Days of the 
Yeat of which the twelve Months were 
afterwards compoſed. 


Des Landes, in his Travels of . | 
reports, that in one Quarter of the Town 
of Zulpha, on the other ſide of the River 
Zenderid , upon which is built 1ſþahan, 
the Capital of Perſia, there is yet to be 
ſeen a Village handſome enough, called 
Guediabad; Which was tlie Habitation of 
the ancient Guebres or Gaures : It is ſaid that 
theſe were the firſt amongſt the Perſians 
who adored the Fire, and of Conſequence 
the Sun, which is its Source and Principle. 
They were very different from thoſe Peo. 
ple, whom Vitruvius aſſures us were igno- 
rant of its Uſe; witneſs Diogenes the 
Cynic, who was ſo much a Stranger to it, 
that he devoured a Polypus quite raw.

Such a Cloud of Witneſſes evidently 
ſhew, that the Years were always compoſed 
of twelve Months, and the Months of more 
than twenty ſeven Days. | 


| * Theſe Years began formerly (as ours till 

now do) on the 25* Day of March; this was 
the time of the vernal Equinox, the Epocha 
(according to ſome) of the Creation of the 
World, the Inſtant of the firſt Movement of 
the Heavens, and, in ſhort, that of the —

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of Jeſus Chriſt. The French Year alſo be- 
gan at the- ſame Time, before Charles IX. 
and this Cuſtom of beginning the Year 
(called ſince the Old Style) was not abroga- 
ted till the Year 1564, by the Edict of 
Rouſſillon, which fixed the Beginning of the 
new Year on the firſt Day of January. 


In old Times, the French began their 
Year from the Feaſt of St. Martin, in Ho- 
nour of his Zeal in extirpating Idolatry, and 
deſtroying Paganiſm in France. Theode/ius 
the younger, about the Year 42 3, complagt- 
ed its Ruine. Theodoſuus the Great had be- 
gun that Work as ſoon as he came ta the 
Empire, in the Year 392, according to St. 
Proſper and St. Auguſtine. 


The Death of St. Martin happened in 
Candh, in the Dioceſe of Tours, the ſeventh 
or cleventh of November, in the Year of 
Chriſt 400. The French Monarchy began 
to form it ſelf out of the Ruines of the 
Roman Empire, not till the Year 418. The 
People and Army elected Pharamond for 
their General: This Officer, Son of Mar- 
comir, a ſmall King of the Gauls, near the 
Town of Treves, had then the Honour of 


becoming the Head of a Nation, whoſe 
H Princes 
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Princes one Day were to be ſo wenkie 
to their N cighbours. 


In this Election of one of their Fellow- 
Countrymen for their Chief, the Franks 
did not as the Spaniards did, who chooſ- 
ing Garcia Ximenes for King of Arra- 
gon, after the Expulſion of the Moors, in 
taking their Oath of Allegiance, made uſe 
of theſe Terms: We, who are as worthy as 
your ſelf,, make you our King and Lord, 
on Condition you defend our Liberties, and 
not otherwiſe K. 


The Beginning of the Year was no leſs 
uncertain amongſt other Nations. A Paſ- 
ſage of the fifth Book of Thucidides tells us, 
that the Election of the Ephori, which was 
about the Winter Solſtice, determined the 
firſt Day of the Spartan Year, and called it 
by the Name of the Eldeſt of the five 
Ephori, whom they choſe to balance the 
Authority of their Kings. |

ers and Debauchees; theſe deteſtable Per- 
ſons reigned with Impunity 3 a too arbitrary 
Power put all Things into the utmoſt Confu- 
ſion; and they had no other Law, but their 
own corrupted Paſſions and Deſires. This 
Prince, to revenge the Injuries done to his 
7 and People, diſpatch d all theſe Epho? 

Meurſius maintains againſt — that 
ul were entirely exterminated. Polybius, 
Foſephus, and Philoſtratus will have it, that 
they were re-eſtabliſhed after Cleomenes, and 
that the Years were called after their Names. 
The Athenian Year in like manner took its 
Name from that of their Archontes, the firſt 
or chief of their Nouemviri, or Magiſtrates ; 
the ſecond of whom was called Baſileus, 
or King; the third Polemarchus, or Head 
of an Army, which Term at this Day is 
made uſe of by the Mareſchals of France in 
all Latin Proceſſes or Writings. The ſix 
other Magiſtrates were. called Theſmothetes, 
or Legiſlators : All theſe, if they failed in 
their Duty, preſented the Publick with a 
Statue of Gold of the ſame Size with them-

No body doubts but the Latin 
Poet undertook this Work to celebrate the 
Emperor Auguſtus. This Emperor honour- 
ed Virgil with his Friendſhip, tho of no 
better Extraction than the Son of a Potter 
near Mantua. So true is it, that the great- 
eſt Princes in the World have looked on 
Poeſy, that peculiar Gift of Heaven, ſuffici- 
ent to render its Poſſeſſors Companions for 
Monarchs; and that Merit and Learning are 
found amongſt Perſons of all Conditions, 
by thoſe who know how to diſtinguiſh them, 
and are not contented to celebrate them 
with ſimple Praiſes, which diſcovers either 
their Avarice, or Indifference for good Things. 
This made Haillant, Hiſtoriographer to 
Henry IV. of France, tell that Monarch, 
that Hiſtorians had a Pen of Gold, 
which gave Immortality to him who knew 
how to find it Employment; but that they 
had alſo one of Iron, for him who did not 
think it worthy to change it into a Metal 
more precious.

ſhould do nothing Recipitate, or violent. 


As his Age advanc 4. he diminiſird in- 
ſenſibly the little Pittance of his Diet, till 
he came to take no more at cach. of his 
two Repaſts, but the Yolk of an Egg; and 
this too, towards the latter End of his Life, 
he divided into two Parts, as finding his 
Heat weaker as he advanced to it. So true 
is it that Nature is ſimple, that it nceds 


Q but 
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but a few Things to ſupport it, and that 
the Perfection it gives to its Works, de- 
pends entirely on a Treaſure of Wiſdom, 
which by one and the ſame Conduct ſatiſ- 
fies infinite Views. 


By ſo ſage an Attention he always pre- 
ſerved. himſelf healthy and vigorous, his 
Mind found no Diminution of its Facul- 
ties, his Eyes and Ears knew no Alteration ; 
and, what ſeems little credible, his Voice 
continued ſo clear, ſo ſtrong, ſo ſonorous, 
and ſo beautiful, that he ſung at 100 Years 
old with a Sweetneſs full of Harmony 
the moſt melodious in the World. This 
may aſſure us, that this Man become reaſo- 
nable, according as the Divine Mercies pre- 
vented him by their Grace, verified the 
Words of the Son of Sirach, that He that 
#s abſtinent prolongeth his Life* ; but ſuch 
an abſtinent Perſon, who governs himſelf 
with Pradence. Diſtempers procceding from 
an extravagant Diet being more dangerous, 
than thoſe which are cauſed by ſimple Re- 
pletion; for this is much more capable to 
excite inſenſible Perſpiration, which may 
cure them, according to the learned Sanc- 
torius.

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Our ſage Venetian added, that Sobriety 
never left to Death any thing to deſtroy us, 
but the Conſumption of the radical Moi- 
ſture; Nature, which form'd the Knots that 
tie our Days with our Body, fearing no 
longer (with this Virtue) their Diſſolution, 
by the Contrariety of Humours furniſhd by 
Intemperance : that thoſe who followed too 
much their unruly Appetite, were often de- 
ceivd when they had recourſe to Diet as 
to a Medicine, after having deſpiſed it as a 
Precaution. 


He call'd Sobriety a Divine Inclin ation, 
' Torecable to God; a Friend of Nature, the 
Daughter of Reaſon, Mother of all Virtues, 
Companion of Chaſtity. He faid, ſhe was 
gay withour Vapouring, modeſt without 
Conſtraint, ſage without Artifice, and regn+ 
lar in all her Undertakings ; he proclaim'd 
her the Support of Life, Conſerver of 
Health, — bh moſt powerful Succour of 
a good Conſtitution : He gave her for her 
Foundation Laws moſt holy; he aſſures us, 
that the uſing her expelld the Intemperies 
of Repletion, the true Cauſe of all our 


Diſtempers, |

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He remark'd, in fine, that Happineſs and | 
Repoſe, which attended Sobriety, invited 
us to acquire it; that its Beauty engaged 
us, becauſe it offerd us the Duration of 
our Being, and preſeryed our Life. 


In effect, this Virtue ſo rare teaches the Rich 
modeſtly to make uſe of their Riches; the 
Poor to paſs without murmuring the hard 
Times of Neceſſity; old Men the Art to 
live, and young Men the Art to enjoy 
Life. It purifies the Senſes, fortifies the 
Body, illuminates the Mind, redoubles the 
Memory, heightens the Reaſon, embelliſhes 
the Soul; it diſengages us from thoſ® ' 
Chains which too much -bind us to the 
Earth, and elevating us above our ſelves, 
makes us new Men, in proportion as it 
procures us new Days, to labour to arrive 
to the new Life of Eternity. Thus far the 
immortal Cornaro. 


Less1vs, in relation to his Health, im- 
poſed on himſelf a very ſevere Abſtinence 3 
the Succeſs appeard to him fo favourable, 
"ſ that he undertook to ſhew, that by the Aid 
| of this Virtue there were in all Ages, and 
| of all Conditions, a great many People that 
| Jivd to 100 Years. Theſe ſurely did not 

imitate 
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imitate Bu rhus the Athlete, who, as 
Eſichius the Mileſian reports, devoured an 
Ox at one Meal. | 

This Buthus had quite different Senti- 
ments from Plutarch; who, in his Book 
of preſerving of Health, diſapproves of 
all Fleſh-Meats whatſoever, inaſmuch as 
they cauſe Crudities, which furniſh an infal- 
lible Fewel for all manner of Diſtempers : 
an Opinion which Galen confirms in his 
Treatiſe on Aliments of - good and bad 
Juice, where he ſays, That a Man ſhall en- 
foy a perfect Health * the more he takes 
care to avoid Crudities; adding, that the 
grand Remedy againſt all Ewvils is Sobriety, 
Temperance, and Tranquillity. 


Cardan aſſures us, that PaNycaroLus 
the Lawyer preſery'd himſelf without any 
Indiſpoſition above 70 Years, by Sobriety 
and moderate Work. He took only 28 
Ounces of Nouriſhment a Day, 2 Ounces 
more than Cornaro, who notwithſtanding 
lived a great while longer. He had read 
theſe Words in the Epidymion of Hippo 
crates, That the moſt ſure means to pre-

Debauchees alſo cut them ſhort by their 
Irregularities and Diſorders. Hippocrates f 
maintains, that *nothing deſtroys Bodies ſo 
much : which Regularity on the contrary 
neceſſarily ſupports and inyigorates.

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Elephants being richly cloathed, ſalute pro- 
foundly the Emperor, bending low- their 
Trunks three Times, and throwing them 
as many over their Heads, make at the 
ſame time loud Cries of Joy. This Throne 
ſhines like the Sun; the Jewels, with which 
it is thickly ſet, are valued at about eleven 
Millions Sterling, or a hundred and ſixty 
Millions of Livres French; and this Prince, 
one of the moſt powerful of the Eaſt, has 
his Mines of Golconda, Viſapour, and Bengal. 
Here was found that rare Diamond which 
he now, has, weighing 279 Carats; there is 
none like it in the World, being valued at 
twelve Millions French, or 800000. Sterling. 
That which Monſieur Tavernzer ſold to 
the late King of France in the Year 1670, 
and what the Grand Duke of Tuſcany now 
has at Florence, valued at three Millions of 
French Livres, or 200000 Pounds Sterling, 
which would be the moſt conſiderable that 
ever arrived in Europe from the Mines of the 
Great Mogul, the richeſt Prince in the 
World for Jewels, was not its Glory 
eclipſed by that wonderful Diamond late 
in Poſſeſſion of Mr. Pit, formerly Go- 
vernour of Fort St. George, which has 
been ſold (to the Shame of England) ta 
the Regent of France.

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From the Elephant let us turn our Eyes 
to the Horſe. Hiſtory tells us, that in the 
beginning of the ninth Century, Raoul 
King of Burgundy, who had uſurped the 
Crown: of France from: Lewis le Begue, 
King and Emperor, received the Homage 
of the Duke of Gaſcony®*, who was mount- 
ed upon a Horſe 100 Vears old, and which 
was then ſtrong and vigorous.
